MEDICAL  OFFICER  S REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1969.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/70 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

During  the  year  1969  the  Vital  Statistics  have  shown  no  un- 
usual trend.  Amongst  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases,  there 
was  a sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis 
reported,  47  in  all.  All  but  3 of  these  notifications  were  made  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year.  Sporadic  cases  occurred  throughout  the 
district  but  in  the  main  the  disease  was  centred  in  the  village  of 
Cwmllynfell  and  the  Graigfelen  area  of  Clydach.  In  both  instances 
the  spread  appeared  to  be  associated  with  the  local  school  and  there 
was  no  reason  whatever  to  suspect  a water-borne  origin.  The 
majority  of  those  affected  were  children  and  for  the  most  part  their 
symptoms  were  mild.  However,  a few  of  the  adults  who  suffered 
from  the  disease  were  quite  ill  and  the  seriousness  of  the  symptoms 
appeared  to  increase  with  the  age  of  the  patient. 

During  the  month  of  July  a sharp  outbreak  of  Sonnei  Dysentery 
occurred  in  and  around  a local  Infants  School.  Fourteen  cases  were 
confirmed  and  notified  and  it  is  probable  that  a considerable  number 
were  slightly  affected  but  did  not  seek  medical  advice.  Most  of  those 
who  were  ill  were  infants  and  it  would  appear  that  the  spread  was 
from  case  to  case.  Exhaustive  investigations  failed  to  implicate  food 
or  water  and  there  was  no  reason  to  suspect  that  the  outbreak 
originated  either  in  the  Infants  School  dining  room  where  the  food 
was  served  or  in  the  main  kitchen  of  another  school  where  it  was 
prepared.  With  the  closing  of  the  school  for  the  Summer  holiday 
during  the  latter  part  of  July  the  outbreak  came  to  an  end. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  prevailing  epidemic  of  Influenza 
involved  this  area  and  although  undoubtedly  a large  number  of 
people  were  affected,  the  numbers  were  not  as  great  as  in  many 
previous  epidemics  and  there  was  no  serious  dislocation  of  local 
industry  etc. 

The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  exercise  its  func- 
tions concerning  the  re-housing  of  applicants  in  Council  houses. 
As  in  the  previous  year  no  houses  were  completed  by  this  Council 
and  as  the  number  of  casual  vacancies  available  became  less  some 
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difficulty  was  experienced  from  time  to  time  in  housing  promptly 
families  with  urgent  need.  The  diminution  in  Council  houses 
becoming  available  as  casual  vacancies  appeared  to  be  due  directly 
to  the  difficulty  which  Council  house  tenants  experienced  in  obtain- 
ing mortgages  so  that  they  could  buy  a house  of  their  own  and  thus 
of  course" leave  a Council  house  vacant.  In  spite  of  these  difficulties 
78  families  were  re-housed  during  the  year,  60  under  the  Council’s 
Points  Scheme  and  18  as  special  cases,  mainly  Keyworkers.  Taking 
into  consideration  families  who  were  granted  sub-tenancies  in 
Council  houses  and  others  who  obtained  transfers,  185  families 
were  provided  with  alternative  accommodation. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  continued  to  function  smoothly 
during  the  year.  Over  12,000  meals  were  distributed  to  approxi- 
mately 150  handicapped,  housebound  and  aged  people.  Excellent 
meals  were  prepared  in  four  school  kitchens  and  these  were  delivered 
voluntarily  by  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service  in  the  Pontar- 
dawe  and  Clydach  part  of  the  district  and  by  the  Women’s  Institute 
in  the  Ystalyfera,  Cwmllynfell  and  Gwauncaegurwen  part  of  the 
district  in  vans  provided  by  this  Council. 

During  May  and  June  of  this  year  a mobile  unit  of  the  Welsh 
Hospital  Board  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited  a number  of 
centres  in  the  area.  Approximately  1,200  persons  submitted  them- 
selves for  a chest  x-ray  and  although  86  of  these  were  found  to  have 
some  abnormality  only  a handful  needed  to  be  referred  for  further 
investigation  as  the  majority  of  them  were  suffering  from  Pneumo- 
coniosis and  were  already  known  and  were  under  regular  super- 
vision. The  survey  did  not  reveal  any  new  sufferers  from  Tubercul- 
osis nor  did  it  bring  to  light  any  cases  of  cancer  of  the  lung  or 
bronchus. 

During  the  year  there  was  a sharp  increase  in  deaths  from 
malignant  disease  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  19  occurred  in  the  year  under  review  (all  males) 
whereas  in  the  year  1968  there  were  only  11  cases  (6  in  males  and  5 
in  females).  However,  death  from  this  disease  fluctuates  from  year 
to  year  and  would  appear  to  follow  the  national  pattern.  Deaths 
from  Ischaemic  heart  disease  remained  high  but  showed  only  a 
slight  increase  on  the  previous  year,  119  as  against  103. 

It  is  desired  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  De- 
partment and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  at 
all  times  carried  out  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


Water  : 

The  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  was  transferred  to  the  West 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  in  1966.  Your  Council  is  still  responsible 
for  ensuring  that  the  water  supplies  of  the  area  are  pure,  and  the 
closest  liaison  is  maintained  with  officers  of  the  Water  Board. 
Samples  are  taken  generally  upon  complaint  and  results  of  analysis 
are  exchanged  with  the  Water  Board.  Any  matters  likely  to  en- 
danger purity  of  supply  noticed  by  your  officers  in  the  course  of 
general  inspection  are  immediately  notified  to  the  Board. 


Public  Swimming  Baths  : 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  area  which  are  the  re- 
sponsibility respectively  of  the  Llanguicke  and  Rhyndwyclydach 
Parish  Councils.  The  baths  are  only  open  during  the  spring  and 
summer  periods  and  samples  are  regularly  taken.  The  advice  of 
the  Department  is  made  readily  available  to  the  Parish  Councils 
concerned  when  any  difficulties  arise.

LANDSLIP 

It  became  evident  during  the  year  that  the  premises  occupied 
by  the  Godrergraig  Workingmen’s  Club  were  being  affected  by 
landslip  pressures.  Having  regard  to  the  number  of  people  using 
the  building  and  inspection  was  made  with  the  Engineer  & Surveyor 
to  the  Council  and  steps  taken  to  effect  its  closure  as  a dangerous 
building.  On  the  instructions  of  the  Council  the  officers  co-operated 
with  the  club  officials  in  finding  alternative  premises. 


Public  Cleansing 

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

(i)  Re-organisation  of  Collection  Arrangements  : 

It  was  resolved  to  reorganise  the  collection  system  in  order  to 
evolve  a bonus  scheme  for  the  personnel.  The  scheme  was  based 
on  the  reduction  of  lorry  areas  from  six  to  five  and  a redistribution 
of  the  work  in  that  area  among  the  five  remaining  teams.  The  twice 
per  week  collection  frequency  was  maintained  and  the  collection 
personnel  and  their  union  were  consulted  at  every  stage.  Press 
advertisements  regarding  the  new  arrangements  were  placed  and  it 
is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  new  system  operated  in  June  with  no 
disruption  whatsoever. 

(ii)  Contract  Collection  : 

Refuse  is  at  present  collected  by  contract  in  Velindre,  Garnswllt, 
Cwmcerdinen  and  Tynyberllan.  The  areas  referred  to  are  too 
scattered  in  nature,  or  distant  from  main  routes  to  make  direct 
collection  economic. 


(b)  NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL 

This  service  is  now  necessary  only  in  areas  where  high  sewerage 
costs  have  prevented  water-carriage  systems  being  installed.  This 
matter  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  and  it  is  again  desired 
to  support  the  Council’s  efforts  to  sewer  these  areas.  The  houses 
concerned  are  in  most  cases  of  sound  construction  and  many  could 
be  dealt  with  under  an  Improvement  Grant  if  only  a sewer  were 
available. 
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(c)  STREET  CLEANING 


The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  the  terms  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the  cleansing 
of  highways  by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis  has  been 
agreed  throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county  districts 
and  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanized  basis. 


(d)  LITTER 

The  plastic  bonded  steel  containers  now  in  operation  have 
continued  to  prove  their  durability.  There  are  adequate  litter  bins 
now  in  service  and  these  are  emptied  in  passing  by  the  refuse  vehicles. 


(e)  ABANDONED  VEHICLES 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  remove  abandoned  vehicles  under 
Civic  Amenities  Act  procedures.  After  the  appropriate  notices 
have  expired  the  vehicles  are  removed  by  a local  contractor.  To  date 
the  problem  is  not  as  great  as  was  originally  feared.

The  provisions  of  this  Act  were,  where  necessary,  applied 
during  the  year. 


RODENT  DESTRUCTION 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  set  out  in  the 
accompanying  table.  Every  complaint  is  dealt  with  within  24  hours 
of  receipt  and  it  is  thought  that  the  public  appreciates  prompt 
attention  in  complaints  of  this  nature.  Close  watch  is  being  kept 
for  signs  of  resistance  to  poisons  but  none  has  been  found.

Common  Lodging  Houses 

The  one  common  lodging  house  within  the  area  and  registered 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  is  under  consideration  for 
removal  from  the  list  due  to  its  structural  condition.  It  is  within  the 
landslip  area  and  its  further  occupation  might  well  endanger  the 
lives  of  those  resorting  thereto. 


Caravans 

The  Caravan  (Control  and  Development)  Order  now  makes 
it  possible  to  deal  more  adequately  with  sporadic  development  and 
close  liaison  is  maintained  with  yout  Council’s  Planning  Officer  in 
order  to  ensure  that  caravans  are  not  sited  unoccupied  in  circum- 
stances whereby  public  health  may  be  endangered.  Generally 
speaking,  there  is  very  little  caravan  usage  in  the  area,  nor  does  it 
appear  that  future  years  will  see  an  increase.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

There  is  little  air  pollution  in  the  area.  The  principal  heavy 
industry  is  a Nickel  Refinery  and  there  is  the  fullest  co-operation 
between  your  officers  and  the  management  on  pollution  control 
measures.  The  new  industries  which  are  beginning  to  settle  in  the 
area  are  principally  light  engineering  in  nature  and  present  no 
problem.  Domestically  the  area  suffers  little  in  comparison  with  the 
Black  areas  of  the  country  while  the  coal  supplied  for  domestic  use 
is  bituminous  in  nature.  Most  of  the  coal  supplied  locally  is  anth- 
racite with  little  volatile  content.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  statistics  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  indicate  the  wide 
range  of  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department  but  it  is  proposed  to 
refer  here  to  a few  matters  of  particular  interest  which  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 


(1)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

During  the  year  premises  have  been  registered,  and  in  the  main 
tound  generally  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  In  some 
large  undertakings,  extensions  are  in  need  of  consideration,  and  the 
plans  will  be  discussed  with  the  owners,  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  Act 
is  fully  complied  with. 
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(2)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

One  premises  only  within  the  area  needs  to  be  registered,  and 
it  is  so  registered. 

(3)  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

All  scrap  metal  dealers  are  required  to  register  with  the  Local 
Authorities.  The  inspection  of  their  books  and  invoices  is  a matter 
for  the  constabulary.  There  is  at  present  one  registered  dealer  in 
the  area. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(1)  Milk 

Only  designated  milks  are  sold  within  the  area.  The  bulk  of 
such  sales  are  T.T.  Pasteurised.  Inspections  are  made  of  dairies, 
milk  distribution  vehicles  and  sites  where  bulk  supplies  are  delivered 
for  local  retail.  Action  over  the  years  has  affected  considerable 
improvement  in  places  where  these  supplies  are  put  out  for  further 
collection.  Samples  are  taken  to  ensure  efficient  pasteurisation  and 
to  see  that  no  other  infections  are  present.

(2)  Meat  Inspection  — New  Abattoir 

The  new  private  abattoir  situated  on  the  Industrial  Estate  in 
Pontardawe  commenced  operations  on  the  5th  June.  On  the  same 
date  slaughtering  ceased  at  the  premises  in  Clydach  previously 
occupied  by  the  owner  of  the  new  abattoir.  The  new  premises 
incorporates  all  modern  facilities,  is  purpose  built  and  has  been  so 
constructed  that  an  application  for  export  approval  is  likely  to  be 
successful. 
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The  increased  throughput  necessitated  the  appointment  of  an 
authorised  meat  inspector  and  Mr.  Gerald  Edmunds  of  Brynmawr 
commenced  duties  in  September. 


(3)  Food  Hygiene 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  all  premises  in  the  area  where 
food  is  stored,  prepared  or  sold  for  human  consumption.  There  is 
a good  standard  of  compliance  with  the  regulations,  and  food 
handlers  generally  co-operate  with  the  officers  in  ensuring  that  the 
principles  of  food  hygiene  are  observed.

(7)  STRAYING  OF  ANIMALS 

In  common  with  most  South  Wales  Authorities  the  area  suffers 
from  depredation  from  straying  horses  and  sheep,  particularly  in 
districts  where  common  land  is  involved.  The  problem  is  one 
difficult  to  control  under  existing  legislation  and  the  Local  Authori- 
ties of  South  Wales  are  in  joint  discussions  regarding  methods  of 
controlling  the  problem.  Apart  from  the  traffic  hazards  and  garden 
damage  created,  footpaths  and  roads  are  fouled  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a Bill  now  under  consideration  will  help  in  the  matter. 

(8)  NOISE  NUISANCE 

The  Department’s  ability  to  reduce  noise  nuisances  has  been 
increased  by  the  purchase  of  a Cosmocord  ACOS  SLM/3  Noise 
Level  Meter.  This  is  capable  of  decibel  A band  recording  and  has 
on  a number  of  instances  greatly  assisted  since  its  purchase.

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1950 


In  accordance  with  the  agreement  between  this  Authority  and 
Glamorgan  County  Council,  the  report  annually  required  is  herewith 
submitted  on  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 


1.  Early  Closing 

The  early  closing  day  varies  in  the  district  by  reason  of  traders 
having  exercised  their  legal  right  of  option  for  the  alternate  day. 
The  exercise  of  the  above  right  has  resulted  in  a variation  of  day 
within  the  same  township.  The  community,  however,  appears  to 
be  well  served.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  ensure  that 
premises  open  for  the  sale  of  exempted  goods  do  not  sell  articles 
not  included  in  the  Schedule. 


2.  Closing  Hours 

Shops  within  the  area  close  according  to  the  times  set  out  in 
the  Act. 

The  hours  of  closing  permitted  by  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  operate 
in  the  area,  the  local  Closing  Order  of  1915  being  invalid  due  to 
incompatibility  with  the  above  Act.

(Employment)  Act,  1938,  are  generally  observed  within  the  area. 
The  hours  of  work  of  these  young  people  and  the  conditions  of 
their  employment  are  duly  investigated  during  routine  inspections. 

No  matters  affecting  young  persons  and  requiring  action  under 
the  above  Act  arose  during  the  year.  Liaison  with  the  Youth  Em- 
ployment Bureau  has  proved  of  much  assistance  in  the  administration 
of  these  provisions. 


4.  Authorised  Officers 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  first  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  are  Authorised  Officers  under  the  above  Act. 
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5.  General  Observations  of  the  Year's  Work 

During  1969,  530  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evening  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general  it 
is  felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
